ave you ever asked yourself, “Why should I register my 
H calves?” When lower milk prices are making finances tighter 

on farms, this management tool needs to be analyzed as well 
as other areas of your farm. Registrations can make your cattle more 
valuable and provide you with an identification and selection tool. 

Our association also needs to re-evaluate the emphasis registrations 
play in our operations. Registrations have served as the financial back- 
bone for breed organizations throughout history. It is definitely true 
with the American Guernsey Association. Registration funds hires your 
staff and pays for breed development and promotion. In a rapidly chang- 
ing dairy industry, the AGA has adjusted programs to finance them- 
selves, which is a big changes from a decade ago. 

Registrations allow us to document breed progress. It’s great to have 
a cow that has produced over 40,000 pounds of milk or to have a cow 
classify Excellent, but it’s even better to know the pedigree of this 
cow. By knowing the parentage of an animal, we can identify the best 
type and production genetics. These genetics are then promoted and 
have the potential to be enhanced in future matings. 

Registrations assist breeders in keeping their animals properly iden- 
tified. Identifying and recording identification on a calf at an early age 
results in documentation reducing the chances of records being lost. It 
creates a greater confidence to potential buyers to have documented 
parentage. To establish greater accountability, the AGA randomly blood 
types every 1,000 animals registered, as well as other animals with the 
potential to have a significant impact on the breed. Those having a 
significant impact that are being blood typed include embryo transfer 
(ET) donor dams, ET bulls, bulls entering A.I. and their dams. 

Income from registrations helps finance breed promotion. New pro- 
motional brochures, staff travel and herd visit expenses are funded 
indirectly by registrations. This promotion does create value in your 
animal. A good example has been the AGAS extra effort in promoting 
U.S. Guernseys abroad. The result is a large increase in semen, em- 
bryo and live cattle exports. 

Registrations alone do not enhance the value of your animal. How- 
ever, if you test, classify and promote your animals, there is an obvious 
dollar advantage when selling average or above average animals 
in your herd. The high-producing, top-indexing and typy registered 
cattle are very much in demand. However, breeders must be willing to 
merchandise an animal's genetics or this value is meaningless. 

It’s clear to see there are many good reasons to register your herd. 
Can you afford not to have the added value and market provided with 
registrations?

President’s Report 
American Guernsey Association Presi- 
dent E. Cline Brubaker of Rocky Mount, 
Virginia, gave the following address to the 
membership. 


E. Cline Brubaker 


Fellow Guernsey breeders, friends and 
guests, welcome to the 118th American 
Guernsey Association annual meeting. We 
would like to thank the people here in the 
wet, green Northwest for their hard work 
and their hospitality. They even gave us an 
opportunity to see it snow. 

I would like to thank the board members 
for their work on behalf of the Guernsey cow 
and the Guernsey breed. Sometimes our 
progress seems slow, but I believe we are 
truly making progress. 

I would like to thank our staff for their 
hard work for us and the Guernsey breed. I 
personally appreciate the abilities of our 
staff to carry out the responsibilities we give 
them. I hope you will all support these 
people as much as I do. 

When we bought our farm in 1967, the 
price of milk was $7.43 per hundred. Now 
our price is still not double that $7.43. We 
are continually told to increase our effi- 
ciency, get bigger, etc. My question is where 


’ are the efficiencies of other industries? We 


can’t buy a pick-up for double what it cost 
in 1967. The taxes we pay are more than 
double, used to pay for education, and other 


government services. Our bill for health care 
is more than double and our legal fees would 
be more than double. 

Has everyone else stressed efficiency and 
cost control like agriculture is asked to do? 
The answer is no, not like we have; and I 
will make an observation. They are efficient, 
but their main sales pitch is their value to 
their potential sales or constituents. 

Let’s put value into perspective. If you 
and your family woke up tomorrow and had 
absolutely nothing - no house, no transpor- 
tation, no clothes, no debts, no assets - as 
parents, what would be your objective for 
that day? I believe food would be one of your 
first needs. This is how much the people of 
the world need milk and all of agriculture. 

Now I believe is the time for the dairy 
industry to begin to coordinate our produc- © 
tion and supply of milk to the ability to buy 
of whoever might purchase our products. 
Our government wants out of agriculture, 
so let’s agree with them and move toward 
our own supply systems. Theirs is not work- 
ing for dairy farmers when we received less 
per hundred for milk in 1994 than we did in 
1981. 

I believe an assessment system has merit. 
It could be levied at a fee that would be simi- 
lar to the assessment we now have by gov- 
ernment and still be used to purchase ex- 
cess product but we would be in control of 
our product, no longer to be given to pro- 
grams or used to control or hold down our 
prices. 

The way that this assessment could help 
coordinate supply or production to demand 
or sales is by a calculated graduated method 
of either returning the assessment to pro- 
ducers based on their production history and 
their current production. Thus if we had 
great excesses we would have proportional 
assessments. Then the people that controlled 
their production would receive money back. 
I know government won’t like this, proces- 
sors would fight this and coops depending 
upon their degree of integration into pro- 
cessing will oppose this, but I ask this, as 
independent business people, what are our 
options for the future? Who will farm the 
lands and feed the people? If it is not to be 
small farmers like you and I, it will eventu- 
ally be big business and what will be the 
cost then? Will their efficiencies compare 
to cars, health care, education or other luxu- 
ries? 

Let’s begin to improve our future not only 
by doing what we have in the past, but also 
let’s begin to work together to improve our 
business. Take a moment to look around at 
the youth here and remember those at home 
that very much want an opportunity to serve

Export sales are an integral part of Guern- 
sey marketing. Live animals, embryos and 
semen are in demand in England, Brazil, 
Ecuador, Australia, Japan, New Zealand, 
Canada and South Africa. The United States 
Livestock Genetics Export Commission has

The 
National Convention Sale, to be held this 
afternoon, delivers on our commitment to 
provide top genetics, type and production 
to purchasers. October 4, 1995, is the date 
of the International Guernsey Classic to be 
held at the World Dairy Expo. Your board 
of directors has heard your requests to hold 
more consignment sales of exceptional qual- 
ity, and this sale will deliver. 

The Guernsey Gold Heifer Program is on 
a high.

Records Committee Report 

Lee Riggs of Evansville, Indiana, gave the 
following report to the membership. 

Mr. Chairman, fellow Guernsey breeders, 
AGA staff and Guernsey friends, 

I stand before you to give you my sixth 
and probably shortest Records Committee 
report. My thanks to my committee: Truman 
Weaver, Laurie Askew and Clark Vilter. 

At the December board meeting, finances 
.were foremost on the minds of all of the 
directors. With this in mind, pedigree fees 
were increased to $5 with a $2 charge for 
pedigrees at the time of registration for TPE 
herds. 

A $10 charge was approved for transfer 
of an embryo at the time of sale or a $15 
charge for transfer of the resulting calf. 

In December, eight annual and 13 life- 
time memberships were approved and at this 
meeting, 20 annual and nine lifetime mem-

berships were approved for a grand total, 
since this time last year, of 28 annual and 
22 lifetime memberships. Our challenge is 
to make and keep these 50 new members 
an active and viable part of our Guernsey 
fraternity. 

Participation in TPE has taken another 
serious decline. The number of herds par- 
ticipating has declined by 40 since last year 
and the number of cows by nearly 2,000. 
Hopefully there will still be a significant 
sign-up for 1995. 

We have had a request to register calves 
using a freeze brand for identification. The 
board approved this concept and instructed 
staff to come up with the guidelines for this 
procedure similar to the tattooing guidelines. 

Our appraisers have reported an increas- 
ing incidence of front legs toeing out sig- 
nificantly. The board approved the coding 
of these animals with the letter “F” on the 
appraisal worksheet. 

The Brown Swiss Association is consid- 
ering going to a rotating 10 and 15 month 
appraisal interval. Our board of directors 
voted to continue on our current nine month 
interval, even if it means the end of the joint 
appraisal program. 

Truman and the Type Committee met on 
Friday with two new members, Roy Grewe 
and Bill Josi, present. Also, all four of our 
appraisers were present: Ed Jasurda, Jon 
Lantz, Bob Griggs and Seth Johnson. 


The committee discussed the functional 
herd life data. The staff was instructed to 
study and adjust the PTI formula. For ex- 
ample, it does not follow that is taller cows 
do not live as long, then shorter ones lived 
longest. 

Thanks to Kevin Nedrow and the Produc- 
tion Committee. They reviewed the Guern- 
sey Global Breeding Plan that adopted at 
the World Guernsey Cattle Federation Con- 
ference in March and approved by our board 
here. You will be reading more about that. 

Our production goal set previously was 
18,000 pounds of milk average by the year 
2005. This year we lost 46 pounds. That is 
not much, but it is in the wrong direction. It 
is up to you and me. Let’s do it. 

Our committee discussed the DHI situa- 
tion at length. While it is premature for us 
to make any decisions at this time, we must 
keep informed as the DHI system undergoes 
radical changes - doing away with rules as 
we now know them and introducing the herd 
and cow profile concept. Change is not usu-- 
ally bad, it just creates a little confusion for 
a while. 

Mr. President, I move for the adoption of 
the Records Committee report.

Good morning. I would like to review the 
AGA'’s 1994 finances for you and update the 
progress we are making in 1995. 

Please turn to page three of the AGA fi- 
nancial statement you received this morn- 
ing. First, refer to the balance sheet. We have 
invested $50,000 that was in a bank CD with 
Smith Barney Shearson mutual fund. This 
is invested in a conservative portfolio of 25 
percent equity investments and 75 percent 
fixed income investments. 


As a result of a more aggressive policy 
pursuing past due accounts, we have seen a 
drop in accounts receivables of $19,000. 
This, as well as considerable reductions in 
spending, has reduced our accounts payable 
by over $35,000. As a result, our cash posi- 
tive is much improved. 

Now, looking at our income statement, 
income declined by $62,488. The largest 
reductions were the Journal, performance 
programs, Guernsey Marketing Service and 
catalog income. On the expense side, the 
board and staff made significant reductions 
in expenditures in 1994. By cutting expen- 
ditures on salaries and wages, Journal, gen- 
eral expenses and other areas, total expen- 
ditures were reduced by $82,576. This gave 
the AGA a loss for the year of $32,720. 
While this is not an acceptable bottom line, 
it is a $19,000 improvement over 1993. 
According to our accounts, Houser and Tay- 
lor, 1994 was the first year the AGA has 
had a positive cash flow in several years. 


As a result of much interest by the mem- 
bers of the AGA, the board at this meeting 
has instructed staff to study the effects of a 
cash discount for those doing business with 
the AGA. 

In December, the board took action to 
increase revenues. Ad rates for the Journal 
were increased by 10 percent. Fees for pedi- 
grees were also increased. It is now $5 per 
pedigree for non-TPE customers and $2 per 
pedigree for TPE herds at the time of regis- 
tration. The board has adopted a budget for 
1995 that will continue to reduce our defi- 
cit. 

Through May 31, 1995, we show a net 
income of $11,444. Our projected loss for 
the year is approximately $11,000. We have 
reduced administrative costs and salaries by 
eliminating one and one-half staff positions. 

We commend and encourage Neil and the 
staff for holding expenses well under bud- 
get. The board and staff are committed to 
continuing to improve the finances of the

pal assets being a bank account of 
$58,974.00 and government securities of 
$250,000.00 which matured in March of this 
year.

Fortunately 
our timing was right because the purchase 
was made while the interest was relatively 
high. Our income for 1994 was interest of 
$11,083 and contribution of $3,475 which 
was about $2,500 less than 1993. This needs 
improvement. I urge all members to try and 
improve the contribution for 1995 and 1996. 
Some can afford a substantial contribution 
but small contributions add up to a helpful 
figure. There are a number of members here 
today whom I urge to give this matter some 
serious thought in the very near future. Even 
though the contributions were down for 
1995, I would like to thank whose who made 
contributions from the middle of 1994 
through May of this year. These include two 
contributions each in the amount of 
$1,167.75 received from 21st Century Ge- 
netics and Western Guernsey Sires. $225.00 
from Indiana Guernsey Breeders Associa- 
tion and $100.00 from the following: Dave 
Cochard, Bay Meadow Farms, Robert 
Housey (honoring George Fowler Sr.), 
Myron Erdman and numerous smaller con- 
tributors who are much appreciated. 

In March of 1995 we transferred 
$30,000.00 from the Bank Account and 
added to our investment in government se- 
curities - bringing this total to a maturity 
value of $200,000.00. 


Executive Secretary/Treasurer’s Report

the following report to the membership.

Mr. President and fellow Guernsey breed- 
ers, I am pleased to share the executive sec- 
retary report with you. It has been great to 
be in Oregon the past five days. I would like 
to thank the Oregon Guernsey breeders for 
an excellent American Guernsey Associa- 
tion Convention. Your hospitality and en- 
thusiasm has been outstanding. 

The tours have shown us some excep- 
tional Guernsey cattle. It is easy to see why 
the west coast Guernsey cow has such a rich 
history in the Guernsey breed. This tradi- 
tion of great cows is also duplicated by the 
Western Guernsey Sires. As you are aware, 
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Western Guernsey Sires has been the heart 
and soul of the Guernsey active A.I. line up 
for many years. 

Today, I want to visit with you about a 
dairy industry changing in ways that chal- 
lenges all breed association roles. An in- 
dustry that is witnessing decreasing farm 
operation margins and farmers who must 
demand greater value for every dollar spent. 
Farmers who have extensive selection of 
management tools such as bST, rotational 
grazing and embryo transfer work to con- 
sider in their management plans. 

Cow numbers continue to decline and 
farm sizes continue to increase and many of 
us are asking ourselves, “Should I expand? 
Do I need to commercialize my set-up?” 

There are also ventures to consider such 
as foreign marketing, developing a niche 
market for our products and let’s not forget 
the ever-changing consumer demands on the 
milk products. All these concepts are excit- 


‘ing, challenging, risky, and scary; however, 


we must remember to tailor what is profit- 
able for our farm. 

What role should the AGA play in this 
ever changing dairy industry? First, we must 
be financially stable and finally, we must 
encourage young farmers to become in- 
volved in the dairy industry and specifically 


_ with Guernseys. The AGA Board of Direc- 


tors have taken aggressive steps to direct 
the association toward balancing our bud- 
get. In 1994, we took a big step forward by 
having a positive cash flow of 6,234 for the 
first time in many years. To accomplish this 
we have reduced our staff, worked with 
other breed associations doing appraisal, 
and analyzed every program and project the 
AGA works with. I am proud of the quality 
service being provided to the membership 
with a substantially smaller staff than in the 
past. We are living within our budget and 
with your participation we can maintain the 
current staff and services. 

Secondly, the AGA must provide profit- 
able programs for our members. The focus 
of our services is to assist breeders in the 
collection of production and type informa- 
tion on Guernsey animals. With this infor- 
mation the AGA provides breeders in the 
United States and around the world infor- 
mation to promote and develop the Guern- 
sey breed and the dairy business. Breeders 
on the TPE program benefit with registra- 
tion and journal advertising discounts, and 
type data on their own herd in addition to 
this information being fed into bull sum- 
maries. The Guernsey Breeders’ Journal 
advertisers have a jump on others in their 
marketing because the Journal is the most 
prominent tool used by potential buyers- 
domestic and worldwide. Registrations pro- 


vide breeders with documented parentage ~ 


and provides the backbone of funds the 
breed uses to hire staff and to promote the 
Guernsey cow. The AGA pedigrees offer 


complete information to owners and buyers 
when they are analyzing an animal’s poten- 
tial. 

Finally, we must encourage young farm- 
ers to become involved in the dairy indus- 
try, specifically with Guernseys. This can 
best be done by our membership. The AGA 
can provide members with the promotional 
tools and a network of contacts. However, 
it is the responsibility of our members to 
show their pride and promote their farm and 
their Guernseys. Keep a neat farmstead and 
maintain a strong integrity. You the breeder 
should visit with the new breeder frequently, 
show them your records and accomplish- 


ments, invite them to a gathering of Guern- 
sey breeders and offer them rides to meet- 
ings, and assist them with registration pa- 
pers. Let your neighbors and the new breeder 
know the profits you are making with the 
Guernsey cow- money speaks. Grass root 
efforts have made significant impacts in 
many arenas- lets show them it can work 
with Guernseys. 

Everyone of us has their responsibility as 
we adjust to a changing dairy industry. This 
is an exciting time in history in which to 
participate. We must take risks and learn 
from our mistakes in order to move forward. 
The challenge is ours!

Patty Holbert was presented with the Out- 
standing Young Farmer award by AGA rep- 
resentative Beth Littlefield. 


Outstanding Young Farmer Award 

Patty McDowell Holbert is the recipi- 
ent of the Eugene Harding Memorial Watch 
Award for being named the 1995 National 
Outstanding Young Guernsey Farmer. She 
grew up with Guernseys and says, “I don’t 
think there was ever a choice on milking 
Guernseys; they have always been the only 
cow for me.” 

When her grandfather was forced to re- 
tire in 1989, she purchased his interest in 
McDowell Farms, the farm her father and 
grandfather shared. Since she purchased 
interest in the farm, their rolling herd aver- 
age has increased significantly every year. 
She and her husband Jimmy reside on what 
was formerly her grandfather’s place with 
their 14-year-old son Andy. Her father owns 
a 50-acre farm they use for crops. 

Holbert currently uses 100 percent A.I. 
breeding and is a member of Lake Central 
Guernsey Sires. She has 40 percent of the 
milking herd bred to young sires. She says 
sires are chosen with most of the emphasis 
on production. One of her top challenges 


has been reducing the days open. By fol- 
lowing the breeding program and advice of 
her veterinarian, the results have been posi- 
tive and cull rates have been cut consider- 
ably. 

Her father is responsible for raising the 
replacement animals, handling the records 
and herd health. Milking chores are gener- 
ally shared, but during crop season, Holbert 
prefers to handle those duties and leave the 
field work to her father. Her son is involved 
in 4-H and does some showing. 

Holbert’s goals for the next five years in- 
clude increased milk production and in- 
creased herd size. She would also like to 
“get across to other dairy farmers in Ken- 
tucky that the Guernsey cow can be as prof- 
itable as the other breeds.” 

Donna Anderson of Lester Prairie, Min- 
nesota, was honored as first runner-up Na- 
tional Outstanding Young Guernsey Farmer. 


Donna Anderson received the first runner- 
up award in the Outstanding Young Farmer 
contest. 

She and her husband David and their two 
children, Kevin and Karen, reside on Up 
the Creek Farm. 

Young sires play an important role in the 
farm breeding program with about 30 per- 
cent of the herd being bred to young sires. 
Anderson said, “I believe that the young sire 
program will make our Guernsey a real com- 


petitive breed with the highest quality of 
sires available in the future.” An example 
of their success is Up the Creek Fancys 
Kesia, junior champion at the Minnesota 
State Fair in 1994. 

Anderson handles the bookkeeping for fi- 
nancial and farm management records. She 
also says she is chief tractor driver, milker, 
calf-feeder and showperson. Doing taxes 
for H & R Block during tax season has had 
many advantages for Anderson. It allows her 
to take all update classes for tax laws at a 
minimum fee which she can then apply to 
their dairy farming operation.

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Mike and Hetty Lancaster stood proudly be- 
fore their peers as Mike was presented with 
the Master Breeder Award. 


Lancaster’s work on the home farm is 
what earns him the title of Master Breeder. 
He has been very active on the genetics side 
of dairying which has made a positive im- 
pact on the Guernsey breed. As a founding 
member of Western Guernsey Sires where 
he has continually shown a leadership role 
in young sire sampling, Lancaster is com- 
mitted to mating a portion of his herd to 
young sires while the rest of the herd is cor- 
rectively mated. The Olympic View Farm 
prefix has been a house-hold name in Guern- 
sey circles as Lancaster has bred eight bulls 
that made the active A.I. list. Lancaster feels 
that “Maverick” is the greatest bull he ever 
bred and is proud of his three bulls currently 
in A.I. programs, including “Billboard”, the 
number one PTI bull in Canada. In addition 
to breeding superior sires, Lancaster has 
bred many outstanding cow families of 
which he has sold members for high prices 
in national sales. 

Lancaster is an accomplished cattle 
breeder who has accumulated numerous 
championships in the show ring, premier 
breeder awards and All-American nomina- 
tions. In 1983, he was honored with the 
Klussendorf Award which honors a mem- 
ber of the dairy industry for ability, com- 
petitiveness and sportsmanship. His knowl- 
edge and respect in the show ring took him 
far as a dairy cattle judge. Lancaster has 
judged shows all over the west coast, the 
National Guernsey Show at the World Dairy 
Expo, as well as shows outside of the United 
States. 

Lancaster is currently serving on the ex- 
ecutive committee of the National Milk Pro- 
ducers Federation as well as continuing his 
24-year tenure on the Darigold Farms Board 
of Directors. He has been very involved with 
legislative matters such as serving on the 
dairy price support task committee, a key 
member of the committee for the self-help 
program and working for multiple compo- 
nent pricing. 

“The white-haired gentleman of the 
Northwest does sort out of any group of dis- 
tinguished leaders in the dairy industry. He 
is aggressive, competitive, sincere and feels 
a deep commitment to make things better 
at Olympic View, in the Northwest and in 
the dairy industry. Ask any Guernsey 
breeder in the United States, and he will 
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agree that the name behind Olympic View 
deserves to sort at the top of the distin- 
guished dairy cattle breeder award,” stated 
R. Douglas Wilson, chief executive officer 
of 21st Century Genetics. 

Lancaster and his wife Hetty have four 
children: Andy, Cindy, Lindy and Tina.

Distinguished Service Awards 

The American Guernsey Association hon- 
ored Ernest R. Berousek of Yukon, Okla- 
homa, for his distinguished service to the 
breed with a tribute presented to him by 
Laurie Askew of Hilmar, California. 

Berousek began his Guernsey career at 
age 16 when he purchased his first regis- 
tered Guernsey. He obtained the financial 
backing for his first animal from a local 
banker without his parents’ knowledge. The 
following year, he added two more Guern- 
seys to his herd. From there, he built the 
nationally renowned herd, Lily Lane Farm. 
After graduating from Capitol Hill High 
School, he worked for two years before start- 
ing college at Oklahoma A & M, now Okla- 
homa State University. 

While at college, Berousek worked in the 
dairy barns to pay for his education. He 
was president of the Student Dairy Club, 
top man of the college dairy judging team 
and high individual in Guernseys at the 
Dairy Cattle Congress in 1940. In 1941, he 
was named Outstanding Dairy Student at 
Oklahoma A & M. At the same time, he 
was maintaining a partnership with his 
brother, Otto, who housed their Guernsey 
herd. In 1941, Berousek graduated from 
Oklahoma A & M with a bachelor of sci- 
ence degree in dairy production. After he 
earned his masters degree in dairy produc- 
tion from the University of Missouri, he 
spent two years as herdsman for Gaylord 
Guernseys, the herd where he purchased his 
first animal. He then spent two years as a 
herdsman in Illinois. 

After working as a herdsman, Berousek 
took on the position of superintendent of the 
U.S. Dairy Experiment Station in 
Woodward, Oklahoma. This led to a job as 
an assistant professor of dairy production. 
Berousek spent 14 years with the Oklahoma 
State University where he coached the dairy 
judging team, supervised the four-breed, 


350 cow herd, and then earned his doctor- 
ate in animal breeding. 

In 1966, Berousek retired from Univer- 
sity teaching and research to return to the 
farm and devote his full attention to his 
Guernseys and as a representative for New 
York Life Insurance Co. A recent example 
of his dedication to helping the Guernsey 
cause is the “Guernsey Walk of Fame” 
formed in 1993. This program seeks to raise 
funds for support of all programs sponsored 
by the AGA and to secure the history of the 
breed. 

In addition to his many academic activi- 
ties, Berousek also has contributed to the 
Guernsey breed through other avenues. He 
has judged dairy cattle at the state, regional 
and national level in 26 states. He coaches 
4-H and FFA judging teams and has pre- 
sented 52 watches to the winning dairy judge 
at the Sooner State Dairy Judging Contest 
every year since 1967. He started the Guern- 
sey youth essay contest which encourages 
juniors to write an essay on why they want 
to own Guernseys. He added a record book 
contest to the Guernsey youth program and 
furnished three prizes annually for 20 years. 

Berousek has added so much to the 
Guernsey breed that it might be easy to over- 
look all of his personal achievements at Lily 
Lane Farm. In 1947, Lily Lane was the first 
herd west of the Mississippi to classify. He 
has had Oklahoma state production winners 
in all classes, 24 different cows on high CPI 
lists, several Milk Flow Queens, national 
class leaders, Excellent type cows and Gold 
Star Dams. He is most notorious for breed- 
ing the current number one type bull in the 
Guernsey breed, Lily Lane Penny Perfecto- 
ET. 

Dr. Jack Stout, who met Berousek when 
they were both dairy science students at 
Oklahoma A & M said, “During these 54 
years, only twice has the Guernsey breed 
failed to have top priority . . . Bea, his bride 
of 52 years, never doubted that she had and 
has had top priority. A senior physics class 
also pushed Guernseys aside for a week or 
so. Without Ernie, the Guernsey programs 
in Oklahoma would have been extinct long 
ago. In my 35 years as Extension Specialist 
working with all segments of dairy produc- 
tion, I have never known a more dedicated 
person in any dairy breed than Dr. E.R. 
(Ernie) Berousek. Using his knowledge, 
skill and love of the Guernsey breed, every 
phase of his life as a student, teacher, herds- 
man, researcher, business man, father, hus- 
band and breeder has been centered on the 
promotion and improvement of the breed.” 

Mr. R. W. Robinson of Sequim, Wash- 
ington, was presented with an award for his 
distinguished service to the Guernsey breed 
by Jay Lancaster of Ferndale, Washington. 

Robinson is well-known among Guern- 
sey Breeders in Washington and the Pacific 
Northwest. He has been honored as a Gold 
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Central States Directory

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National Youth Fun Auction A Success 


he Second Annual National Guern 
sey Youth Fun Auction was held on 
Saturday, June 17 during the 1995 
National Guernsey Convention in Hillsboro, 
Oregon. The event was held to raise money 
for the scholarship fund for Guernsey youth, 
as well as help fund existing youth pro- 
grams. This event was the perfect finale for 
an evening devoted to Guernsey youth and 
their achievements in the industry over the 
past year. A total of $3,590 was raised for 
the cause with many generous bidders, both 
foreign and domestic, in attendance to sup- 
port the youth. 
The top selling item was a doll house/ 


ilk prices have bottomed out for 
the year and are expected to 
strengthen in the months ahead. 


This is due to lower milk production levels 
through the summer months. The outlook 
is much less certain regarding the dairy title 
to the 1995 Farm Bill. Although debate is 
heating up, Representative Gunderson, chair 
of the agriculture committee responsible for 
writing the dairy title, has yet to release a 
proposal. 

Prices for 40 pound blocks on the Na- 
tional Cheese Exchange flattened out at 
$1.2550 per pound during the first two 
weeks of July, but then dropped to $1.2475 
a week later. This weakness is due to strong 
availability of cheese supplies. Also, accord- 
ing to Dairy Market News, while demand 
for processed cheese was strong, it was off- 
set with weak demand for natural cheeses. 
But with monthly milk production falling 
and underlying demand stable, the market 
through the summer months should see 
higher cheese prices. 

The market for nonfat dry milk may also 
be adversely affecting cheese prices. This 
market has been weak despite USDA’s an- 
nouncement of a three-month DEIP alloca- 
tion of 53.68 million metric tons for nonfat 
dry milk. Manufacturers stocks have been 
building, domestic demand has been weak, 
and DEIP sales have slowed in June. As a 
result, the CCC began buying nonfat dry 
milk during the week of July 10-14. This 
weakness in powder prices may be affect- 
ing cheese prices as it indicates surplus con- 
ditions for milk. Prices for both cheese and 
powder will begin to firm once larger DEIP 
sales take place. 

The market for butter is very strong. 
Grade A butter prices are up to 74 cents per 
pound due to strong domestic and interna- 
tional demand. Butter stocks are not being 
replenished as demand for cream for ice 
cream processing is strong. Look for butter

prices to remain at current levels through- 
out the summer months. 

Milk production for 22 select states in- 
creased 1.9 percent in the month of June 
relative to a year ago to 11.462 billion 
pounds. Texas recovered from a five per- 
cent decline last month, up just 1.6 percent 
relative to a year ago as production per cow 
improved. California production was also 
up slightly to 2.1 percent. Production gains 
in Wisconsin, Minnesota and Michigan were 
each about one percent ahead of a year ago. 
The Corn Belt of Ohio and Iowa, however, 
were up six and three percent respectively 
due to strong production per cow. 

Feed prices have been moving in an 
alarming direction the last few months. Corn 
prices strengthened after USDA announced 
a reduction in their expectation of the size 
of the U.S. corn crop. Both corn and soy- 
bean futures began to rise. But prices be- 
gan to subside in recent weeks. Feedstuffs 
magazine reported that the recent heat wave 
in the Midwest hasn’t affected the corn crop. 
Weather scares will likely influence mar- 
ket prices until the size of the corn and soy- 
bean crop is certain. 

The basic formula price (the M-W re- 
placement) rose from $11.12 in May to 
$11.42 in June. Given the slowdown in 
cheese prices during July, I expect only a 
two cent per cwt increase to $11.42 in June. 
Thereafter, look for the basic formula price 
to peak at just over $12 per cwt in Septem- 
ber and October. The all-milk price will 
decline from $12.40 per cwt in May to 
$12.33 in June, and then begin to rise and 
peak at $12.90 by October. 

. The dairy title to the 1995 Farm Bill has 
yet to be announced. The problem accord- 
ing to John Frank, Gunderson’s senior agri- 
culture aide, is that the Budget Committees 
are requiring agriculture programs to reduce 
spending by $13.4 billion over seven years 
as part of an overall deficient-eliminating

program. As a result, the Agriculture Com- 
mittees in the House and Senate must now 
decide whether to go ahead with a traditional 
five-year Farm Bill, or with a seven-year 
Farm Bill. 

In the mean time, a tentative compromise 
agreement for a dairy proposal has been 
struck between the Alliance of Western Milk 
Producers and the National Milk Producers 
Federation (NMPF). The agreement is im- 
portant because Gunderson has steadfastly 
insisted that the dairy industry unite be- 
hind a common proposal. The proposal 
would eliminate support for butter/powder, 
improve prospects for exports, and most 
importantly, totally eliminate dairy producer 
assessments. It aiso comes up with a per- 
manent replacement to the M-W that is more 
dependent on regional supply and demand 
factors. The replacement would use formu- 
las that reflect cheese, butter and powder 
yields and prices, and manufacturing costs 
for dairy processing plants. Plant surveys 
would be conducted to estimate the manu- 
facturing costs. 

Secretary Glickman announced USDA's 
proposal for dairy legislation in a letter to 
Gunderson. In the letter, Glickman supports 
a continuation of the support program, fed- 
eral assessments, and federal milk market- 
ing orders. According to Glickman, “‘it is 
not clear that eliminating the assessment is 
a good idea, because the offsetting program 
adjustments would lower farm income.” 

A farm bill proposal will likely not be 
released now until sometime after the Au- 
gust recess.

Banquet was held in Hillsboro, Or 
egon, on June 17, 1995, in conjunc- 

tion with the National Guernsey Convention. 

Youth from across the country were honored 


for their achievements and enthusiasm for 
Guernsey cattle. 


Outstanding Youth Contest 

Their reactions to the physical and men- 
tal labor and challenges of the dairy indus- 
try today are what brought these two out- 
standing individuals to the top of the Na- 
tional Outstanding Youth Contest. 

Kenlee Calvin of Mt. Vernon, Missouri, 
was named the 1995 National Outstanding 
Guernsey Youth Winner at the National 
Guernsey Youth Banquet. This 20-year-oid 
is the son of Kenneth and Marilyn Calvin. 
Calvin has been very involved with Guern- 
sey associations on state and national levels 
for the past 13 years. He has served asa field 
representative, president, vice president and 
reporter for the Missouri Junior Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association. Calvin credits the 
Guernsey Genetic Recovery Program for al- 
lowing him to begin to register his herd, 
which consists of 41 registered Guernseys. 
Starting a rotational grazing system for his 
herd is one of his primary goals for the fu- 
ture. Calvin attends Crowder College where 
he is majoring in farm business management. 
For his outstanding accomplishments, Calvin 
received the $500 Lawrence A. Colebank 
award and $150 for travel expenses. 

Emphasizing milk production and genetic 
progress is the breeding program Melissa 
Morrow of Tyrone, Pennsylvania, employs 
on her herd of 17 registered Guernseys. 
Morrow is the first runner-up in the 1995 
National Outstanding Guernsey Youth Con- 
test. This 20-year-old is the daughter of John 
and Karen Morrow. Morrow attends Penn- 
sylvania State University, majoring in agri- 
culture business management. She is active 
is University Scholars, Sigma Alpha, Ag 
Advocates, National Agri-Marketing Asso- 
ciation, Coaly Society, and the Dairy Sci- 
ence Club. Aside from college, Morrow is 
extremely active within the Pennsylvania 
Junior Guernsey Breeders’ Association, 
where she has served as president, vice-presi- 
dent, and secretary/treasurer. A goal of 
Morrow’ is to improve the record-keeping 
system on her farm. “I would like more of 
the management and herd health informa- 
tion to be on the computer where anyone 
could access the information as they needed 
it,” she explained. Morrow received $75 to 
assist with her travel expenses to the national 
convention. 

Three other juniors rounded out the list 
of the top five finalists. Jennifer Berg of West 
Salem, Wisconsin, is a student at the Uni- 
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versity of Wisconsin-River Falls majoring in 
dairy science and journalism. She is the 
owner of Jenoway Guernseys and handles 
the physical and financial responsibilities for 
all aspects of the management of her opera- 
tion, which consists mostly of heifers with a 
few cows housed at neighboring farms. She 
has goals to finish her education at Wiscon- 
sin-River Falls and then successfully oper- 
ate Jenoway Guernseys as a fully registered, 
producing Guernsey herd. Jennifer is the 
daughter of Curtis and Pamela Berg. 

John Madsen currently attends the Uni- 
versity of California-San Diego and is ma- 
joring in biology-medicine. He has been very 
active in 4-H on the local, state and national 
levels. Some of his honors include being 
named a National Youth Essay Contest Win- 
ner anda recipient of the Nyala Bedford and 
New England trophies. His cattle are located 
on the family farm, Milky Way Farm, which 
is also an Arabian horse farm. Milky Way 
Farm has focused their breeding program on 
show cattle that have the ability to produce 
milk, John said. In the future, John hopes to 
update the farm’s milking facilities and also 
hopes to attend A.I. school this fall. John is 
the son of Linda Madsen and Dr. Laurence 
Seeman. 

Justin McMurray is the son of John and 
Patty McMurray of Eighty Four, Pennsylva- 
nia. He attends Penn State University ma- 
joring in mechanical engineering. In 1988, 
he received a national production award and 
has been a member and coach of the dairy 
quiz bowl teams. Justin is also an accom- 
plished showman. He has shown the grand 
champion at the Washington County Fair, the 
National Junior Show at Louisville, as well 
as many champions in between. Justin would 
like to increase the size of the family’s Guern- 
sey herd and change how cattle are housed 
and fed to improve the farm.

The need for a national MCP plan was 
evident on May 25, 1995, when Congress- 
man Steve Gunderson (R-Wisconsin), chair- 
man of the House Subcommittee on Live- 
stock Dairy and Poultry, held the final of four 
hearings exploring the Dairy Title in the 1995 
Farm Bill. At the hearing, two panels of tech- 
nical experts representing government, in- 
dustry and universities, provided testimony 
on several issues, including MCP. National 
All-Jersey Inc. was invited to submit writ- 
ten testimony to the subcommittee at the May 
25 hearing. The testimony of NAJ called for 
four things: 

1. The Secretary of Agriculture, within a 
specified period of time after the enactment 
of the Act, shall implement a nationwide milk 
pricing system that equitably apportions the 
total value of milk paid to producers based 
on the milk components contained in and the 
quality of milk marketed. 

2. The milk components priced shall be 
butterfat, protein and other solids. 

3. The value of the components shall be 
calculated based on commodity market 
prices. 

4. The Secretary of Agriculture, within a 
specified amount of time after the enactment 
of this Act, shall hold a national hearing, 
without ex parte rules, to allow the industry 
and consumers to submit detailed provisions 
of how such pricing should be administered 
and structured. 

Congressman Gunderson included MCP 
almost at the start of his opening remarks. 
He also emphasized that the Subcommittee 
will have the Dairy Title of the 1995 Farm 
Bill drafted by the July 4 recess. Several 
committee members showed interest in in- 
cluding Class I (fluid) milk under MCP, in- 
cluding Congressman Gunderson, Collin 
Peterson (D-Minnesota), and Calvin Dooley 
(D-California). In fact, among the Subcom- 
mittee members present, most of the MCP 
discussion centered on whether to include 
Class I under MCP. Congressman Gunderson 
brought the issue up in the examination of 
the witnesses. When asked by Congressman 
Gunderson, all industry experts that testified 
supported national MCP. In fact, only the 
International Dairy Foods Association pro- 
vided any specific argument against includ- 
ing Class I milk under MCP. 

Support for national MCP pricing in the 
1995 Farm Bill has been tremendous. Sup- 
porters of a national MCP plan include: Agri- 
Mark, Inc., Alliance of Western Milk Pro- 
ducers, Alto Dairy, American Farm Bureau, 
AMPI, California Milk Producers Council, 
Dairylea Cooperative, Holstein Association 
of America, International Dairy Foods As- 
sociation, Land O’Lakes, Inc., Leprino 
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Equity News 
Foods, Mid-America Dairymen, Milk Mar- 
keting Inc., Minnesota Department of Agri- 
culture, National Cheese Institute, National 
DHIA, National Milk Producers Federation, 
New York Farm Bureau, Public Voice for 
Food and Health Policy, Purebred Dairy 
Cattle Association, Washington State 
Dairymen’s Federation, Wisconsin Cheese 
Makers Association, Wisconsin Department 
of Agriculture and Wisconsin Farm Bureau. 


Hearing requested in Pacific Northwest 
Federal Order to include Protein in MCP 
Plan 

Dairygold, the largest dairy cooperative 
in the Pacific Northwest Federal Milk Mar- 
keting Order, has requested a hearing to 
modify that order’s MCP plan to include 
protein. Currently, the Pacific Northwest 
market prices milk on butterfat and solids- 
not-fat (SNF). In their request for a hearing, 
Darigold has proposed that the Pacific North- 
west uses the same protein and other solids 
formulas included in the Upper Midwest’s 
recommended decision. Under that decision, 
protein would be valued at 1.32 time the 
Green Bay Block Cheese Price, and the milk 
value not assigned to fat or protein would 
be assigned to other solids. Pacific North- 
west Market tests for protein and other sol- 
ids, rather than Minnesota-Wisconsin (M-W) 
tests, would be used to determine the com- 
ponent values. 

National All-Jersey, with the support of 
Northwest Independent Dairymen, Inc. has 
proposed that the protein formula include a 
value for whey protein. The protein formula 
in the Pacific Northwest proposal differs 


slightly from that proposed by NAJ in the 
Upper Midwest and Southern Michigan pro- 
posals. The protein formula would equal 1.32 
times the National Cheese Exchange price, 
plus 1.95 times the Western whey price, as 
reported by the Dairy Market News. National 
All-Jersey proposed using the 1.32 cheese 
price factor, plus 0.735 times the WPC price, 
in the Upper Midwest and Michigan propos- 
als. 

The other difference in the NAJ compo- 
nent price calculations from the Upper Mid- 
west proposals is the use of market protein 
and SNF tests in the Pacific Northwest pro- 
posal to determine the value of the other sol- 
ids. The Dairgold proposal also uses market 
average tests. In fact, one of the main rea- 
sons Darigold requested the MCP hearing is 
that this order produces milk that has higher 
SNF content that the M-W average. This 
results ina market manufacturing milk prices 
that are higher than the M-W. 


Major dairy cooperative in Costa Rica 
pays premium for butterfat. 

Dos Pinos, the predominant Costa Rica 
dairy cooperative, has paid its producers on 
a total solids basis for several years. A re- 
cent price was $1.12 per pound total solids. 
In addition to this total solids payment, Dos 
Pinos now pays a premium for butterfat. The 
recent butterfat payment was $0.16 per 
pound, making the fat price of $1.28 ($1.12 
+ $0.16) about 14 percent higher than the 
SNF price. 

The butterfat premium is designed to en- 
courage production of butterfat, a milk com- 
ponent that Dos Pinos needs more of.
